New Delhi, the 4//i October , 1975 

No. 12/8/75-CS.I1. — The rules for a competitive exami- 
nation to be held by the LInion public Service Commission in 
1976 for the purpose of filling temporary vacancies in the 
following services/posts are published lor general informa- 
tion : 1 

(i) Indian Foreign Service (B) — (Grade II of tho Steno- 
graphers' sub-cadre); 

(ii) Central Secretariat Stenographers’ Service — Grade 
II (for inclusion in the Select List of the Grade). 

(iii) Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers’ Service 
— Giade, II; and 

(iv) Posts ol Stenographers in other departments /organi- 
sations and Attached Offices of the Government of 
India not participating in the I.F.S. (B)/Railway 
Board Secietariat Stenographers’ Service/Central 
Secretariat Stenographers’ Service/Armed Forces 
Headquarters Stenographers’ Service. 

1. A candidate may apply for admission to the examination 
in respect of any one or more of tho services/posts mention- 
ed above. He may specify in his application as many of 
these Services/posts as he may wish to be considered for. 

No 1 r 1. — Candidates are required to specify clearly the 
order of preferences for the Services/posts, for which they 
wish to be considered. No request for alteration in the order 
of preferences for the Set vices/ posts originally indicated by a 
candidate in his application would be considered unless such 
a request is leccivcd in the office of the Union Public Service 
Commission on or before 3 1st August, 1976. 

Not u 2. — Some departmcnts/ofllces of the Government of 
India making recruitment thiough this examination would 
require only English Stenographers; and appointments to 
posts of Stenographers in these departments /offices on the 
results of this examination will be made only from amongst 
those who are recommended by the Commission on the basis 
of the Written Test and Shorthand Tests in English (cf para 
3 of Appendix 1 to the Rules). 

2. T lie number of vacancies to be filled on the results of 
the examination will be specified in the Notice issued by 
the Commission. Reservations will be made for candidates 


belonging to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes 
in respect of vacancies as may be fixed by the Government.

Act, 1966, the State of Himachal Pradesh Act, 1970 and the 
North Eastern Areas Reorganisation) Act, 1971 the 
Constitution (Jammu and Kashmir) Scheduled Castes Order, 
1956, the Constitution (Andaman and Nicobar Islands) 
Scheduled Tribes Order, 1959 the Constitution (Dadia and 
Nagar Haveli) Scheduled Castes Order, 1962, the Constitu- 
tion (Dadra and Nagar Haveli) Schedul'd Tribes Order 1962, 
the Constitution (Pondicherry) Scheduled Castes Order, 1964 
the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) (Uttar Pradesh) Order, 
1967, the Constitution (Goa, Daman and Diu) Scheduled 
Castes Order* 196R, the Constitution (Goa, Daman and Diu) 
Scheduled Tribes Order, 1968, and the Constitution (Naga 
land) Scheduled Tribes Order.

3. The examination will be conducted by the Union Publio 
Service Commission in the manner prescribed in Appendix I 
to the Rules. 

The dates on which and the places at which the examina- 
tion will be held shall be fixed by the Commission, 

4, l) A candidate must be either : — 

(a) a citizen of Inria, or 

(b) a subject of Nepal, or 

(c) a subjcci of Bhutan, or 

(d) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India before 
the 1st January 1962 with the intention of perma- 
nently settling in India, or 

(c) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan, Burma, Sri Lanka a nd East African coun- 
tries of Kenya, Uganda and the United Republic of 
Tanzania with the intention of permanently settling 
in India ; 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (b). (c), 
(d) and (e) above shall be a person in whose favour a 
certificate ol eligibility has been issued by the Government 
of India, 

Provided further that candidates belonging to categories 
(b), (c), and (d) above will not be eligible for armointment 
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to the Indian Foreign Service (B) — (Grade II of the Steno- 
graphers Sub-Cadre). 

(2) A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility is 
necessary may be admitted to the examination and he may 
also provisionally be appointed subject to the necessary certi- 
ficate being given to him by the Government. 

5. No. candidate who does not belong to a Scheduled Caste 
or a Scheduled Tribe or was not a resident of the former 
Portuguese territories of Goa, Daman and Diu or is not a 
migrant fro m Kenya, Uganda and the United Republic of 
Tanzania shall be permitted to complete more than twice at 
the examination but this restriction shall be clfeetive from the 
examination held in 1962, 

Note 1. — For the purpose of this rule a candidate shall 
be deemed to have competed at the examination once for all 
the Services /posts covered by the examination, if he competes 
for any one or more of the Services/posts, 

Note 2. — -A candidate shall be deemed to have competed 
at the examination if he actually appears in any one or more 
subjects. 

6. (A) A candidate for admission to this examination must 
have attained the age of 18 years nndjmust not have attained 
the age of 25 years on 1st January, 1976, i.e., he must have 
been born not earlier than 2nd January, 1951, and not later 
than 1st January, 1958. 

(B) The upper age limit will be relaxable up to the age 
of 35 years in lespect of persons who have been regularly 
appointed as Stenographers (including language Stenogra- 
phers ) /Clcrks/Stenographers ) in the various Departments/ 
Offices of the Government of India including those under the 
Union Territories Administrations or in the offices of the 
Election Commission and the Central Vigilance Commission 
and have rendered not less than 3 years continuous service as 
Stenographer (including language Stenographer) /Clerk/ Steno- 
typist on 1st January, 1976 and continue to be so employed.

Note 1.— Service rendered by R.M.S. Sorters employed in 
Subordinate Officers of P. & T. Deptt. shall be treat- 
ed as service rendered in the grade of Clerk for 
purpose of Rule 6(Bt above, 

Note 2. — Service rendered by Service clerks employed in 
Defence installations, shall not be counted for the 
purpose of Rule 6(B) above. 

(C) The upper age limit in all the above cases, will be 

further relaxable : — 

(i) up to a maximum of five years if a candidate be- 
longs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe; 

(ii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
a bona fide displaced person from erstwhile East 
Pakistan (now Bangladesh) and had migrated to 
India on or after 1st January, 1964 but before 25lh 
March, 1971; 

(iii) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bona fide displaced person from erst- 
while East Pakistan (now Bangladesh) and had 
migrated to India on or after 1st January, 1964 but 
before 25th March 1971; 

(iv) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate was 
a resident of the former Portuguese Territories of 
Goa, Daman and Diu; 


(v) up to a maximum of thiee years if a candidate is a 
bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from Sri Lanka 
and has migrated to India on or after 1st Novem- 
ber, 1964 under the Indo-Ccylon Agreement of 
October 1964; 

(vi) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate be- 
longs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin 
from Sri Tanka and has migrated to India on or 
after 1st November, 1964 under the Indo-Ceylon 
Agreement of October 1964; 

(vii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
of Indian origin and has migrated from Kenya, 
Uganda and the United Republic of Tanzania; 

(viii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
a bona fide rcpatiiale of Indian origin from Burma 
and has migrated to India on or after 1st June, 
1963; 

(ix) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidalc be- 
longs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin 
from Bui ran and has migrated to India on or after 
1st June, 1963; 

(\) up to a maximum of three years in the case of 
Defence Scrv-ces personnel disabled in operations 
during hostilities with any foreign country or in a 
disturbed area, and released as a consequence 
thereof; 

(xi) up to a maximum of eight years in the case of 
Defence Services personnel disabled in operations 
during hostilities with any foreign country or in a 
disturbed area, and released as a consequence there- 
of and who belong to the Scheduled Castes or the 
Scheduled Tribes; 

(xii) up to a maximum of three years in the case of 
Border Security Force personnel disabled in opera- 
tions during Indo-Pak hostilities of 1971, and re- 
leased us a consequence thereof; and 

(xiii) up lo a maximum of eight years in the case of 
Border Security Force personnel disabled in opera- 
tions during Indo-Pak hostilities of 1971, and re- 
leased as a consequence thereof who belong to the 
Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes. 

SAVE AS PROVIDED ABOVE, TEIE AGE LIMITS 
PRESCRIBED ABOVE SHALL TN NO CASE BE 
RELAXED. 

N.B. — (i) The candidature of a person who is admitted 
to the examination under the age concession mentioned in 
Rule 6(B) above shall be cancelled, if after subniiiline his 
application h c resigns fioni service or his services arc termi- 
nated by Ids depart m. nf either before or after taking the 
examination. Hc will, however, continue to be eligible If he 
is letrcnchcd from the service or post after submitting his 
application. 

(ii) V stenograph r (including language Stenographer/

(ix) attempting to commit or, as the case may be, abet- 
ting the commission of all or any of the acts speci- 
fied in the foregoing clauses, may, in addition to 
rendering himself liable to criminal prosecution, be

Ifi A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health 
and fiee fliom any physical defect likely to interfere with 
the efficient div-'ha.gc of his duties as an ofiicer "b't the ser- 
vice.
